Plaintiff 
is not required to provide Defendants a computation of categories of damages unless and 
until the Court has ruled on dispositive motions and has declined to dismiss this action. 
The parties must comply with all other requirements of Fed. R. Civ. P. 26(a) and provide 
initial disclosures on or before March 30, 2006. 

Discovery: All presumptive limits for discovery methods (i.e. interrogatories, 
document production requests, depositions, etc.) apply in this case. The presumptive 
limits apply to each party; therefore, the limits on the number of discovery methods 
apply to each Defendant separately. All discovery shall be completed by October 31, 
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2006, with the exception of the deposition of expert witnesses which may be taken up to 
90 days before trial.
